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INTRODUCTION 


This report of the Salaries of Local Public Health Workers contains data from the 
sl^h study of the salaries of selected classifications of public health workers in 
official agencies and the nineteenth study of the salaries of public health nurses employed 
by local nonofficial health agencies and local boards of education. The studies of sala- 
ries paid by local official health agencies have been sponsored by the Association of 
State and Territorial Health Officers, The American Public Health Association, and the 
Public Health Service. Previous reports were made in 1948, 1949, 195O, 1952, and 1954. 

The National League for Nursing and one of its predecessors, the National Organization 
for Public Health Nursing, has conducted annual studies of the salaries erf local public 
health nurses since 1941. In 1949 and 1950 the information on salaries of public health 
nurses employed by local nonofficial health agencies and local boards of education was 
published In supplements to the reports on the salaries of public health workers in local 
official health agencies* In 1952, 1954', and this year the data collected by the National 
League for Nursing were tabulated so that they might be Incorporated in the body of a 
single report. 

Althovigh two questionnaires were used, the general instructions to all respondents 
were the same. Employees whose duties did not fall within the scope of the job descrip- 
tions accompanying the questionnaires were to be omitted. Gross monthly salary rates 
paid employees in each classification as of April, 1958 for nurses in local nonofficial 
health agencies and local boards of education and as of August, 1958 for public health 
workers in official health agencies were to be listed with the number of employees at 
each salary rate. The salaries were to include all "cost of living” bonuses and regu- 
larly authorized Supplements, and exclude travel reimbursements or similar expense 
allowances . 

The Job descriptions for all classifications are those used in the April, 1952 
studies. They are found on pages 39 this report. The descriptions for health 

officers, sanitary engineers, professional laboratory workers, the several nursing 
classifications, and health educators are comparable to the ones used in previous studies, 
A composite of the two Job descriptions for sanitarians and other sanitation personnel 
is comparable with the classification of sanitarian used in 1948, 1949, and 195O. 

This is the third time salary data were obtained from full-time local health units 
serving jurisdictions of more than 250,000 population. Studies in 1948, 1949# 1950 

were limited to the population group, 50,000 to 249, 999. number of questionnaires 

sent out to local official health agencies and the response by the population of the 
jurisdiction wast

OHestlonnalres were sent by the National League for Nursing to 4i9 local nonoffi- 
cial health agencies and 295 local boards of education chosen to represent different 
types of services, sizes of staffs, and geographical locations within the United States. 
Returns were received from 304 nonofficial health agencies and 226 boards of education, 
representing approximately 735« and 77^. respectively, of the requests mailed. 
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The only data inoluded In this report for units of less than 50,000 population are 
those collected by the National League for Nursing- 


The salary data for each of the occupational groups Included In the study are pre- 
sented by $200 salary intervals according to population group and by $200 salary Intervals 
according to Bureau of the Census regions. This makes possible comparisons of these data 
with information about other occupational groups which are generally compiled for Bureau 
of the Census regions. The States in each region are listed below:

Comparisons between the results of this study and previous ones need to take Into 
account the varying time spans involved as well as the change from Department of Health* 
Education* and Welfare regions to Bureau of the Census regions. Studies of the salaries 
of public health workers in official' health agencies were made at intervals of 11* 12* 

24* 28, and 48 months, On the other hand* the data covering nursing salaries for local 
nonoffiolal health agencies and local boards of education are available for even 12 month 
periods as of April in each year. 

Computed medians are used in this study as in 1954 to facilitate comparisons from 
group to group, year to year, and with salary data collected by others. The median is 
used because it is an average of position which is not affected by the extremely low and 
extremely high salaries which often appear in the salary distributions for public health 
workers. Trend data presented here were prepared by computing medians for previously 
reported salary data. Although differences in details of gross and percentage increases 
occur because of this change, general trends are the same. 



SUMMARY 


The August, 1954, and August, 1958 median salaries for each of the groups of 
public health workers employed In local health units of three broad population cate- 
gories are shown In Tables A and B. Also, percentage increases in median salaries based 
on each of the previous studies since the first one in May, 1948 are given for occupa- 
tional groups where possible. Table C gives the consiimer price index for each of the 
months Involved and indicates changes for the periods between studies. 

Some of the facts obtained from analysis of this data are: 

1, The monthly rates of increases In median salaries of public health workers 
employed In local health units have tended to decline during the period 
from August, 1954 to August, 1958 as compared with Increases In medians 
during the period from April, 1952 to August, 1954, Conversely', the 
rate of Increase in the cost of living has accelerated, 

2, Except for dentists and other sanitation personnel the median salaries of 
public health workers employed in local health units with populations of 
50,000-249,999 increased by 13J^ or more from August, 1954 to August, 1958. 

3, The highest rate of increase in median salary from August, 1954 to August, 
1958 f’or each of the occupational groups is found in the respective popula- 
tion classes as follows: 50|800-249,999 -- other public health physicians, 
and staff public health nurses; 250,000-499,999 -- local health officers 
(medical), sanitary engineers, other sanitation personnel, professional 
laboratory workers, clinic nurses, and staff public health nurses; 

500,000 and over -- other public health physicians, dentists, sanitarians, 
veterinarians, health educators, and staff public health nurses, 

4, The rates of median salary increases from August, 1954 to August, 1958 for 
bhe several occupational groups were less uniform in the largest as compared 
with the smallest health units, 

5, No decrease in median salaries was recorded for any category of public 
health workers, 

6, The largest percentage increase in median salary between August, 1954 and 
August, 1958 was 4l^ for dentists employed in local health units with 

a population of 500,00 and over, 

Cumulative figures since May, 1948 are available for only seven occupational 
groups in the 50,000-249,999 population class. The extremes in salary changes 
reflected by these data are 1 % for local health officers and 44^ for staff public 
health nurses.

Median salaries eased on data collected as of April and August, 1952 and 1954 
and percentage changes in median salaries since April, 1952 for selected groups .of 
nurses employed by local official health units, local nonofficial health agencies, 
and local boards of education are shown in Table D* These data were submitted by 
agencies and boards serving population groups of 50,000 and over. 


Several facts stand out In tne comparisons of increases In median salaries for 
public health nurses; 

1. On the whole, the annual rates of Increase in median salaries over the past 
6 years for nurses paid by local nonoffioial health agencies exceeded those 
for nurses paid by local official health units but were less than those for 
nurses paid by local boards of education, 

2. In general, median salaries for nursing positions have increased at a rate 
slightly above 5 percent per year, since April, I952, 

3. Except for staff nurses employed by local health units and nonofficial health 
agencies annual rates of increase have accelerated slightly during the past 

4 years.

Median salaries for the various selectea occupational groups are shown in Table E 
for the several population classes. These salaries are based on data submitted in April 
and August, 1958 for this current study, and data from the April and August, 1954 study. 
The following relationships are observed on analysis of these data: 

1 . There tends to be a direct relationship between the size of the median salary 
for an occupational group and the size of the population served by a local 
health agency or unit; no con^letely Inverse relationship was found for any 
occupational group for which medians were computed for all population classes. 

2 . The rank order of median salaries by size of salary for the respective occupa- 
tional groups are essentially the same for all health agencies and tmlts, 
regardless of population size. 

5. Among the nursing groups, median salaries for nurses employed by local boards 
of education are highest; those for nurses employed by nonofficial health 
agencies, lowest.

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Because the small numbers of personnel In many instances precluded computation of 
medians a composite regional ranking could not be derived from either direct inspection 
or comparison of numerical rank orders for the respective occupation groups. Only in 
Regions 2 and 3 were there sufficient numbers of personnel in each of the occupational 
groups to permit the computation of median salaries for each group. The medians In 
Region 2 were selected as a base on which to compute indices for comparative purposes . 
These are given in Table 0. Plus and minus deviations from the index base for the 
several occupational classes were used to arrive at the following ranking of the regions 
as salary areas, from high to low: 

1 - Region 9 4 •• Region 4 7 - Region 1 

2 - Region 5 5 - Region 2 8 - Region 8 

3 - Region 3 6 - Region 7 9 - Region 6

APPENDIX 


Questionnaire -’-Full -’Time Local Health Units 


LOCAL HEALTH OFFICER: Plans, develops and directs a program of public health services for a local 
health unit (municipal, county, city-county, or district) which includes most or all of the following 
activities: collection of vital statistics and reporting of notifiable diseases; communicable disease control; 
environmental sanitation; operation of public health laboratories; maternal and child health services; 
community health education; and related activities. 

Minimum educational requirement: M. D. degree from an approved medical school. 


PUBLIC HEALTH PHYSICIAN (EXCLUSIVE OF LOCAL HEALTH OFFICER); On a full-time basis , as- 
sists the local health officer in administering the local health unit and/or serves as clinician, or medical 
consultant in the public health programs of the community. 

Minimum educational requirement: M.D. degree from an approved medical school, 

DENTIST: On a full-time basis, plans, develops and directs a program of public health dentistry, and/or 
serves as dental clinician in public health program. 


Minimum educational requirement: D«D>S« degree from an approved dental school, * 

SANITARY ENGINEER; Performs responsible professional work in most or all of the following fields; 
water supply and treatment; sewage and industrial waste; refuse collection and disposal; insect, rodent, 
vermin, and weed control; sanitation of schools, camps, bathing places and recreational areas; water 
pollution; sanitation of food and dairy products and eating and drinking establishments; housing sanitation; 
and related fields. 


SANITARIAN: Assists in the enforcement of laws and regulations in the field of environmental sanitation 
through inspections, investigations, and educational activities involving work of a technical n^ure in most 
or all of the following fields: water supply and sewage disposal; refuse collection and disposal; swimming 
pools, bathing places, and recreational areas; milk and food; housing, school, and institutional sanitation; 
rodent and insect control; control of nuisances; and related fields. 


OTHER SANITATION PERSONNEL; Include personnel who have not been professionally trained who are 
engaged in general sanitation activities of a regulatory or educational nature. Do not include auxiliary 
workers such as rodent control service men, sprayers, tradesmen, laborers, etc,, or personnel engage 
in garbage and refuse collection and disposal, water and sewer maintenance, street cleaning, catching dogs. 

VETERINARIAN: On a full-time basis provides consultative and public health veterinary service in the 
local public health program, and assists in the administration of that program. 

Minimum educational reuuirements; A D.V.M. degree from a recognized school of veterinary medicine. 


PROFESSIONAL LABORATORY WORKER: Performs professional work in bacteriology, serology, pathology 
parasitology, or chemistry in one or more of the following: examinations to aid In the diagnosis, control 
and treatment of communicable and certain non-communicable diseases; examinations of water, sewage, in- 
dustrlal wastes, shellfish, etc.; examinations of milk, food, drugs, liquors, 

provision of diagnostic, prophylactic and therapeutic preparations such as sera, antitoxins, toxins, vaccines 
etc. ; research and related activities. 

Minimum educational requirement: Bachelor's degree in the biological sciences, (This classification 
does not include non-professional laboratory technicians. ) 

SUPERVISING PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE: Plans and directs the public health nursing program of local 
health department, coordinates it with other health programs, directs and supervises the work of the nursing 
staff, assists in the recruitment and training of nurses, and performs related work. 

staff LEVEL PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE: Performs direct public health nursing services in clinics, confer 
enoes, schools, homes, or industries, and performs related duties. 

r'T TOir NURSE' All nurses engaged full-time in public health clinical activities. Do not include nurses who 
engTg^in pubUc health Held wofk^or who are assigned to in-patient hospitaler institutional nursing services 
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EiEALTH EDUCATOR: By means of an analysis of the .lealth needs and educational resources of a local 
area, plans and organizes a program of health education which Includes most or all of the following activi- 
ties: establishment and maintenance of close cooperation between all agencies (official and nonofficial) 
which may contribute to health education; consultation with other health department staff members on 
techniques of education; assistance in planning and directing a training program for public health personnel; 
consultation and guidance to various individuals and groups in the development of their health education 
activities; improvement of health education in the public school system; preparation and distribution of 
information, publicity, and health educational material; and related activities. 

Questionnaire— Local Boards of Education and Nonofficial Health Agencies 

STAFF NURSE: The staff nurse, under the direction of the supervisor, performs general public health 
nursing and other related work as assigned. 

SUPERVISING NURSE: The supervising nurse, under the direction of a nurse director or other administra- 
tive official or governmental body, is responsible for the development and supervision of public health 
nursing services. 

NURSE DIRECTOR: The nurse director is responsible, under the administrative official or governmental 
body, for the administration or nursing services. 
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
